QUANTITY OF CORN 


The ^quantity and quality of the 
corn you will harvest next fall de- 
pend first, on the kind of seed you 
plant this spring. Perfect culture and 
the 'best weather in the world can 
no remedy he initial evil if you plant 
poor seed. 


A good seed corn, say specialists 
of the United 'States Department of 
Agriculture is one Uhat is adapted to 
the locality, is-grown on the most 
productive plants of a productive var- 
iety, is well matured and preserved 
"from ripening to planting time in 
such a way that the full vigor of tlhe 
seed will be retained. 
It should have been selected in the 
fall from the" stalk, but if that was 
'neglected, all that can (be done now is 
to obtain a uniform type of seed true 
to varietal „ characteristics and that 
will* grow. 
The mere fact that the kernels will 
sprout in a igerminator is not the 
whole story. Recent experiments have 
shown hat weak sprouts may be in- 
dication 
of disease, that 
similar 
seed when planted is likely not to 
sprout and, if it does will grow only 
a -few inches or, at best, produce a 
barren stalk.

Corn that will come up but that 
will produce an unprofitable crop is 
worse than seed which won't grow 
at all, because it fools^a farmer into 
wasting labor and land on it.

The me- 
chanical corn sheller will injure some 
of the kernels, and thus destroy or 
reduce their power to grow and yield- 
No matter how large the required 
supply, ^says the- department, it will 
still pay-to-shell ir painstakingly by 
blanch, because of the greater the 
acreage to be planted the greater the 
ultimate profit. 
-Each ear should be shelled separ- 
ately into a shallow pan or box, and 
any 
blemished, 
poorly developed, 
moldy, or worm- eaten kernel should 
be' rejected. 
As the seed from each ear is found 
satisfactory and sound, and free from 
poor kernels, it is poured into the 
general supply, and another ear is 
shelled in the same way. It is much 
easier to pick out defective kernels 
from a thin layer in a small sieve

SHERMAN SAYS G. 0. P. 


MUST "SAVE" NEWBERRY 


The 
Republicans of the 
United 
States Senate must "save" Senator 
Truman H. Newberry of Michigan, 
now being tried for conspiracy,, fraud 
and corruption in connection with, 
his election, says Senator Sherman of 
Illinois, or he will bolt the Republi- 
can Majority. Party solidarity must 
be preserved, no matter whether an 
election has been debauched, was the 
general tenor of the Illinois Repub- 
lican's warning to his party colleagu- 
es, delivered at the top of his voice. 
"We on this side of the chamber 
are either headed to lose, one vote," 
or we must stand together a great 
deal better than we have been doing,* 
dclaimed Senaor Sherman, following 
the defeat of an amendment he had 
offered to the deficiency bill, requir- 
ing the War Department to furnish 
copies of the draft re'cords of tih 
constituents of any Senator or Repre- 
sentative. "I somewhat resent the 
superior virtue implied for voting 
on all 'matters with the minority," 
he continued. "I can do some of that 
myself; I have already done so a time * 
or two, as a timely warning; and I 
will do a good deal more of it before 
my term expires unless there is a 
change of behavior on this side of 
the chamber. 


Threatens Defection 
Then followed Senator Sherman's 
threat to possibly throw the major- 
ity to the Democratic side of the Se- 
nate unless his Republican colleag- 
ues sood as one to retain Senator 
Newberry in his seat, irrespective of 
the outcome of the criminal trial in 
progress at Grand Rapids. 


As Senator Sherman withheld his 
remarks from the official Congress- 
ional Record apparently in deference 
to the protests of some Republicans, 
a copy waa obtained from the official 
stenographer. These quotations are 
taken from this stenographic report 
of Senator Sherman's speech1 


"I have dwelt within party lines 
since 1880—.forty years this last No- 
vember," thei Illinoisan continued. 
"I think I cannot fairly be accused 
of being too liberal in maters of par- 
tisan policy, but if the Senator now 
on trial 
before the Committee on 
Privileges and Election (Newberry) 
shall be unseated, one more vote will 
turn the majority in this chamber to 
the other side of the aisle, and I have 
that one vote," he shouted. 
"Unless Mr. Newberry Is SAVED 
this cham/ber will "be for a while un- 
til the Governor of Michigan shall 
act, a tie injhe event a single Repub- 
lican votes with' the minority. This 
mock heroSc 'virtu© must cease. I 
serve timely 'notice upon Senators 
upon this side of the chamber that 
they must be 'Repulblican, or there 
will be divers iSenaors here who will 
refuse to do anything." 
In discussing th& Newfberry ex- 
penditures for both primary and elec- 
tion, 'Senator Sherman went to such 
lengths as to surprise his Republi- 
can colleagues, most of whom desert- 
ed the chamber while he spoke. Al- 
though the Newfberry campaign com- 
mittee, in a sworn statement Admit- 
ted spending more than $176,000 in 
the primary alone, Senator Sherman 
justified the expenditures as legiti- 
mate.
